Hartnell College is no novice in

the educational world. 
Californians point 


with pride to Hartnell College and 


can always 


the part it has played in the his- 
tory of the Pacific Coast. 

William E. P. Hartnell, founder 
of California’s first college, was an 
ambitious Monterey merchant and 
educational dreamer. 

Many historians claim Hartnell 
founder to be more scholar than 
business man. Record books show 
that he arrived in California in 
1822 and boasted academic train- 
ing in both German and English 
universities. 

The founding of Hartnell Col- 
lege can, be attributed to the grow- 
ing pains of Hartnell’s own family 
and the fact that his library was 
one of the best in this part of 
America. 

In 1833 Hartnell College opened 
for business with 15 students. This 
year Hartnell College will enroll 
over 600 students from Monterey, 
Santa Cruz, and Santa Clara coun- 
ties. 

The original school lasted for 
only two. years. Its ruins can be 
seen at the original site almost 100 
years later. 

In 1833 Hartnell College offered 
board, lodging, and tuition for the 
sum of $200 a year. 

Citizens of Salinas, California, 
decided to’ reopen an academic in- 
stitution of college level and in 
1920 Salinas Junior College was 
formed. aah ; 

Effective July “1, 1948, what had 
been Salinas Junior College for 28 
years Officially became Hartnell 
College. 

New students starting out this 
fall semester should realize they 
are joining a group rich in tradi- 
tion and_ prestige.
